The house 
was crowded to its utmost capacity and 
the crowd hoped that Sherman would 
at least cnst some light upon the money 
question. 
In this they were disap- 


pointed, for it seems that the wiloy 
old politician has always, and still 
does, adhere closely to his tactics iu 
1873 and says but little about the ques- 
tion. What he did say, however, taken 
together, was a series of assertions that 
are not of record, and each of them 
were 
closely followed by flat con- 


tradictions. 
He declared 
that 
the 


demonetization of silver in 1873 was 
openly debated in both houses for three 
years, but failed, though earnestly re- 


i quested to do so, to cite a single in-

ized. 
He declared that the reason 


there was no more in circulation than 
there was prior to 1853 was because 
the demand for silver at $1.2!) per 


j ounce was so great that our silver was 
shipped. 
He did not explain the ab- 


surdity of 
congress destroying 
the 


value of silver, when we had vast fields 


j of it just being developed and when 
the demand was greater than the sup- 
ply-What farmer is there, who, if he is 
raising wheat will set in motion a 
train of circumstances that will de- 
stroy the market value of that wheat? 
Or, what man, if he is a manufacturer, 
will willfully destroy the demand for 
his produce? These are questions that 
all who were present would have been 
glad to hear discussed. 
Mr. Sherman 


took an active part—in fact, was the 
prime mover in the act that demonet- 
ized silver and destroyed vhat was 
then the best dollar on earth. And not 
only this, but the result of that act was 
to destroy the demand for silver and 
consequently reduce the price from 
§1.20 to 05 cents per ounce. 
It' there 


is anything about such a course to com- 
mend, from a business standpoint, we 
should like to have it pointed out. The 
fact is that Senator Sherman gava 110 
reasons for the demonetization of silver 
nor for the course of McKiiiley, Thurs- 
ton; Elaine, Gaifield or Grant, in ad- 
vocating the remonetizati«n of silver. 
He gave no explanation of the sudden 
change of front in Thurston, Mcliin- 
ley and others. In short, Mr. Sher- 
man showed himself a political moiite- 
bank. 
His was a speech of evasion 


rather than explanation. 
When Sena- 


tor Sherman declares that the act de- 
monetizing silver was freely discussed, 
he seems to forget that on the 17th 
day of January, 1873, he, John Sher- 
man, 
who had charge of the bill, 


moved 
its passage and assured the 


United States senate that the bill 
would not consume any more time than 
the time consumed in reading it. This 
is a flat contradiction of his statement 
yesterday, that the bill had been freely 
discussed for yeara. 


The senator also seems to have forgot- 


ten that on the 16th day of January, 
1873, just one day before the bill 
passed, he, in making a speech on the 
resumption of specie payments, em- 
phatically declared as follows: 


"If one fact is proven by the experi- 


ence of mankind, it is that gold and 
silver are the best standards of value. 
They have been so recognized by every 
nation form the earliest period of re- 
corded time. 
However much nations 


may differ in religion, habits, produc- 
tions or climate, they have not differed 
in the primary axiom of exchange and 
barter. 
Experiments have been tried 


with other standards, from the iron of 
Lycurgus to the finest bank note en- 
graving of modern times, but all have 
resulted in the conviction that gold 
and silver is the only true stand- 
ard."—Congressional Globe, 42d con- 
gress, 3d session, p. 630. 


Senator Sherman knew that the mint 


bill then pending had for its principal 
object the destruction of the double 
standard, and yet, Judas-like, he stood 
up and pretended to favor the double 
standard. 
Why? 
Simply to throw 


men off their guard and prevent a 
scrutiny of the bill. 
The cloven foot 


is now uncovared; the sheep's clothing 
has been torn away in the conflict, 
plainly revealing the wolf. 


There is just one more point that we 


desire to touch, and that is, his refer- 
ence to protection. In the most em- 


fiold standard country arc still paupers. 
England has had the gold standard for 
eighty years. 
Her laborers, Mr. Sher- 


man tolls us, are paupers. 
The United 


States has practically had tho gold 
standard for twenty-three years, and our 
laborers are, many of them, verging on 
pauperism. 
Does anyone dare to say 


that, at the present rate, iu fifty-seven 
more years we will not be on a level 
with the pauper labor of Europe? 


How many laborers are there in 


Portsmouth who are forced into idle- 
ness? How many are there who are 
working half time and less? Yes, but 
says John Sherman, "that is because 
of the Wilson bill, "which he alleges 
has so reduced the tariff as to admit 
foreign goods iu competition with ours. 
Statistics, however, show us that our 
imports under the Wilson bill are less 
than they wore under the McKiuley 
bill and that our exports are more, and 
the Senator knows this, but ho tells the 
people a falsehood in the hope that 
they will be influenced to support the 
modern Napoleon of financial failure. 


Lieuteuaut-Goveruor 
Worthiugton, 


of Kentucky, followed Sherman. 
He 


fought the war all over and eulogized 
the Republican party. 
He says it was 


tbe Republican party that put down 
the rebellion. 
Ho seems to have for- 


gotten that some of tho most able gen- 
erals and valiant soldiers in the federal 
army were Democrats, and but for tho 
Democrats in the federal army, the war 
would, iu all probability, have resulted 
in disruption, or rather, in extending 
slavery over all our territory, instead 
of in liberating the slaves. John Sher- 
man said there were between eight and 
ten million silver dollars coined prior 
to 1873, but Worthington said there 
were none in existence then. 
Conse- 


quently, no one was hart when they 
were demonetized. Thus each man 
contradicted himself, and each contra- 
dicted the other, and this ia the "cam- 
paign of education." 


The Jackson glee club, composed of 


ladies, furnished the music and eu- 
tbusiasm that the speakers could not 
arouse. 


his willingness to servo the gold barons 
of Now York and London by stoving 
oil tho free coinage of silver. 
But 


hero is one of the most absurd state- 
ments to come from u man like Sher- 
man.

speech at the opera house,- but reiter- 
ated it at night, that the free coinage 
of silver meant that the government 
would have to buy all the silver that 
was offered at $1.29 per ounce. Now, 
Mr. Sherman knows that there is not u 
word of truth in that assertion, but 
that under the free coinage of silver 
the government does not buy it at all, 
but simply coins it into money as it 


i does gold now. 
Ho declare he wa?, 


and is, in favor of silver—of bimetal- 
lism—aud then says that to remonetizo 
silver would be repudiation, disbonor 
and 
shame. 
Where the jopudiation? 


Where tbe dishonor? Where the shame? 
To pay our obligations in coin, gold 
or silver, would be to fulfill our con- 
tract and return them money of equal 
value to that we received. But ho goes 
on to say that free coinage will not re- 
sult, oven if Bryan is elected, or any 
othor President, and Shcrmau could 
not have shown his.hand more clearly. 
He simply shows "that his 
professed 


love for silver is false. 
He knows that 


Great Britain or the Republican party 
will never favor tho 
remonetizatiou 


of silver, and that no Republican iu 
congress will support the act. It must 
be done by tho Democratic party, and 
it is to that party that tho people look 
for redemption.

EVENING SPEECH. 


Tho questions pat to Senator Sher- 


mau, through the Times, were ignored 
in his first speech, though it was evi- 
dent that his attention had been called 
to them. It was an embarassing posi- 
tion for the wily old gentleman, and 
he would have been glad to pass them 
\innoticed, bat some pressure had evi- 
dently been brought to bear upon him 
by night, for he devoted the \vhol3 of 
his speech to THE TIMES. 
As usual, 


however, he evaded the question, not 
referring to the acts of 1884 and 1837 
and 1853. He declared that the act of 
1873 was no crime and that it was not 
passed surreptitiously, but had been 
discussed for three years, and all this 
notwithstanding 
the fact that 
the 


quotation 
from 
the Congressional 


Record, iu which he said the passage 
of tho bill would require no more time 
than tho reading of it, was staring him 
iu the face. 
The Senator admitted 


that this declaration on his part looked 
bad and might be misleading. 
The 


fact is that tho misleading property of 
the statement would go far towards 
establishing Sherman as its author if 
there wore any doubt about it. 
The 


old gentleman, as it began to dawn 
upon him that The Times had pinned 
him down, grew tragically earnest and 
declared that the demonetization act of 
1873 
was a great public benefactor. ' 


He had just reiterated his former state- 
ment that silver was demonetized in 
1806, 1837 and 1853, but failed to tell 
his hearers how, if it had been demon- 
etized in 180(i and not remonetized, it 
could again be demonetized in 1834 or 
1837 or 1853? Or, if silver had been 
demonetized at any time previous to 
1873 and not remouetizad, how it could 
be demonetized iu 187!J? The fact that 
he admits that silver was demonetized 
in 1873, whether after open discussion 
or surreptitiously, is to admit that it 
was not previously demonetized, and 
thus brand his declaration that it was, 
as false. 
In one breath the Senator 


declared that the silver "craze," as he 
called it, is a grave threat of disaster, 
and in the next announced that he and 
the Republican party always 
have 


been, and are today, in favor of bimet- 
allism. He did not tell his hearers 
that the proviso hanging onto the Re- 
publican party's bimetallism views is 
the body of its death. They are in favor 
of free coinage when England says so. 
Does anyone suppose that as long as 
we are under the gold standard and are 
compelled to pay England a dollar 
with double the purchasing power of 
the dollar that we borrowed from her, 
that sne will consent to the remonet- 
izatiou of silver or to bimetallism? 


The circular sent out in 
1806 by 


Madison, who was then secretary of 
state under Thos. Jefferson 
affords 


Senator Sherman an opportunity to try 
and dodge The Times' question, 
but 


the could not get away from it. 
The 


circular recommended the suspension 
of the coinage of the silver dollar, not 
its demonetization, because the price 
of silver wa§ such that it was exported. 
This has always been the case with 
silver prior to its debasement by the 
act ot 1873. 
It was when it was the 


best dollar on earth that Jno. Sherman 
stabbed it. 
The Times asked him to 


name a page in the 
Congressional 


Record where the demonetization 
of 


silver is mentioned, or to cite a single 
newspaper where it was mentioned 
during the yeara prior to 1873, but a!
